Ponoka Mental Hospital 
Cause of Dr. Hobbs Death 


Blame Attached to Attendant Scott of Provincial Insti- 
tution, Who Is Placed Under Arrest on Manslaughter. 
Charge; Seven Others Charged With Beating Up Atten- 
dant Who Gave Information Sentenced to Two Months’ 
Imprisonment at Fort Saskatchewan

H. E. CHADWICK 

The funeral of the late H. B. Chad- 
wick, who died suddenly on his farm 
near Westerose on Tuesday of last 
week, took place from Moore's Un- 
dertaking parlors on Wednesday after- 
noon, the interment being in the We- 
taskiwin Cemetery. He was aged 64 
years, and leaves a wife, and three 
children, namely H. T. Chadwick in 
Vermont, W. I. Chadwick in Wy- 
oming and Mrs. N. BE. Stapleton’ in 
New York Deceased was very well 
known in the community, as he has 
resided here for about sixteen years.

Following the inquest held at 
Ponoka by Corcner Dr. Braithwaite 
of Edmonton, Monday afternoon, in 
the case of Dr. Arthur Hobbs, a pa- 
tient at the Ponoka Mental Hespital, 
who died on Saturday last, Walter 
Scott, an attendant at the institution, 
Was arrested on a charge of man- 
slaughter. tl is expected that he will 
be arraigned on this charge before 
Magistrate Scott on Thursday. 

The text of the verdict of the cor- 
oner’s jury, in the case, follows: 

“The jury, after considering the evi- 
dence adduced by the various witnes- 
ses examined have reached the unani- 
mous verdict that the deceased, Dr. 
Arthur Hobbs, came to his death at 
the Ponoka Mental Hospital on Satur- 
day, September 15, at 8 p.m. cf acute 
pneumonia, the direct result of a 
severe beating administered by at- 
tendant Scott, an employee of the in- 
on September 12 between 
the hours of 1 and 2 p.m. 

“The jury also find that attendant 
R. Lord, who was present at the time 
of the attack on the deceased was 
negligent in not reporting the inci- 
dent,at once, to the medical superin- 
tendent, but attach ro blame to the 
medical superintendent and stag in 
charge of the institution as, according 
to the evidence adduced, every care 
and attention was given the deceased 
immediately his conditions was 
brought to their notice.” 

As soon as the jury’s verdict had 
been announced, Sergeant_ Brodribb, 
of the Provincial Police, took Scott 
into’ custody’.on a charge of man- 
slaughter.

following dimensions: | Freemont is 
the name of the tree where Freemont 
camped in 1846, returning with his 
wife and daughter in 1888 to show 
them the tree. This tree is hollow and 
the floor space inside is 13x20; 75 
sailors have been in. the hollow at one 
time; the™tree is 285 feet high, 60 
feet in circumference and 20 feet in 
diameter. Jumbo is 250 feet high, 57 
feet in circumference, 19 feet in dia- 
meter. Giant is 306 feet high, 66 feet 
in circumference and 22 feet in dia- 
meter. There is 425,916 feet of lum- 
ber in the tree, enough to build 30 
huses, with 5 rooms each, or wil cut 
over 1,250,000 shingles. .This tree is 
4,500 years old. We could go on to 
enumerate more trees of similar size, 
for a lot of them are named, such as 
McKinley, Three Twisters, Grant, 
Rosevelt, Three Tracks, Sherman, 
Hen and Chicks, etc. 


Just before we got out of the red- 
wood forest, a man stopped us about 
a half mile from where they were 
blasting, and informed us that they 
were shooting three stumps, one about 
10 feet in diameter, and when the shot 
went off, we saw roots and stumps fly 
200 feet in the air. Of course the 
road was blocked, so we went to see 
them clear the way. They had two 
caterpillar tractors at work dragging 
the stumps out of the way, and in 
about three quarters of an hour we 
were able to proceed on our way, 


The following night we camped 
again near the ocean, There seemed 
to be one particular rock that looked 
to be the size of a good sized house 
from where we were, which was some 
300 or 400 feet above the ocean level. 
The ocean washed this rock during 
high tide on side. After having our 


‘(supper that evening, we walked down 


to the beach to hunt relics, which we 
found plenty, especially sea shells. 
We climbed this rock. It seemed to 
have a natural path on orfe side, and 
we found that. there was a nice liftle 
pasture on the top of it, about 2 acres, 
in fact sheep were climbing upon it 
‘and grazing. In the morning Arthur 
and Bruce went down to get some 
starfish, and while they were working 
and hunting, unnoticed to them, the 
tide came in, and if it had not been for 
a clam digger being thére, they would 
have been marooned until low tide. 
Our trip further north to Reedsport, 
Ore., where our son Wilflam, lives, ex- 
cepting that we got stuck in a newly 
built-road, was non-eventful.

TRAIN EMIGRANTS 
ON SCOTTISH FARM 


London, Eng., Sept. 17.—Scotland is 
to have a farm training centre for 
overseas emigrants, which will extend 
the governmental scheme already in 
existence at Brandon and Cleydon, in 
England, The government have pur. 
chased Columbia and Strawfrank 
farms, on the Carstairs estate, Lan- 
arkshire. 

The remarkable response to the re- 

cent appeal for harvesters for Can- 
ada suggests that many in Scotland 
who were. disappointed under that 
scheme may turn their attention to 
this training centre, the object of 
which is to instruct unemployed young 
men in farming operations with a 
view to their ultimate settlement over- 
seas, Training in practical farming, 
including the handling of cattle and 
horses, is the object in view, and spe- 
cial regard will be had to the condi- 
tions that prevail in Canada and Au- 
stralia. The farm will be properly 
stocked and the men will be under the 
care of instructors who have special 
knowledge of farming conditions in 
the Dominion. 
-The Ministry of Labor is hopeful 
that the scheme will be in operation 
by the end of this year. The number 
of trainees wlll be approximately 150 
at one time, and the period of instruc- 
tion will be from 10 to 12 weeks. 


INTIMATES C.P.R. MAY. 


Grande Prairie, Sept. 17.—Return- 
ing thanks for the reception tendered 
them here, E. W. Beatty, K.C., presi- 
dent of the C.P.R., stated that he and 
his associates had come West on the 
annual inspection trip, and that they 
had been fortunate in crossing Canada 
ata time when conditions were. per: 
haps nearer the ideal , than. they. had 
ever been. The Peace ‘River country 
was new to most of those who were 
travelling with him, and all were ac- 
tuated-by a desire to know the country 
and its possibilities. They came, pre- 
pared to be impressed and they hoped 
to find out through contact with the 
people what were the country’s pros- 
pects and problems. 

The Canadian Pacific, he said, had 
no direct access to the Peace River 
country, but while the company was 
not new in the country, it should be 
remembered that it was a very large 
system and that it had been a habit of 
going. into those places where it 
thought it ought to be, Bobierimes even 
without invitation. 


The Canadian Pacific had been in 
this part of Canada acting as the 
operator and agent for the owners of 
the ID. anad B.C, railway when 
things were at a low ebb, and when 
there were many difficulties attached 
to the task of operation. When no one 
else would take the task in hand, and 
the Government was not in a posi- 
tion to do so, the Canadian Pacific 
had been drafted to do the work, and 
it could not be said that they had 
not done that work faithfully. 

During the past two. years, the 
Peace River country had béen re- 
stored to a place in the sun, and pras- 
perity had given it new hope. 

“If Iam able to make a forecast,” 
he said in conclusion, “the Canadian 
Pacific, may .yet..be an important fac- 
tor in’ finding” an ultimate solution of 
your" transportation difficulties.”

ALBERTA.THIRD IN PRODUC. 
TION OF RAILWAY TONNAGE 


Ottawa, Sept. 15.—Alberta has boon 
occupying a® much more prominent po- 
sition as a producer of railway traffic 
this year than last. The analysis of 
toimage by the Dominion bureau of 
statistics is now available for the first 
six months of the year, 

This shows that all Alberta has been 
the third largest producer of: tonnage 
among the provinces for all but one 
of the six months of the present year. 
In that one month {it held second posi- 
tion. In the first half of the last year 
it was below both British Columbia 
and Nova Scotia in most months. 

First position among the provinces 
has been held this year by Ontario 
as usual, with Quebec second, except 
in the month of January, when AIl- 
berta held that rank. 


FIRE DESTROYS 
BASSANO WHEAT 


Bassano, Sept. 14.—Forty acres of 
wheat were destroyed by fire Thurs- 
day afternoon on the farm of Elmer 
Paul, a few miles East of Makepiece. 
A strip of prairie seven miles long, 
was also burned black and it required 
the efforts of more than 150 men 
fighting for four hours, to put out the 
blaze. ‘ 

The fire is believed to have started 
by a lighted match or cigarette butt, 
tossed from a passing automobile. The 
blaze began in the grass along the 
roadside and from there spread to 
Paui’s wheat field and eastward to 
prairie pasture. 


PUTS ALBERTA’S AVERAGE 
YIELD AT 28 BUSHELS 


Winnipeg, Sept. 16.—A wheat crop 
of 534,621,412 bushels from 23,098,595 
acres is estimated for this season’s 
yield in the prairie province in a re- 
port published by the Manitoba Free 
Press. ; 

The, Free Press intimates that Man- 
itoba will have an average yield of 22 
bushel per acre and a total crop of 
57,202,750 , bushels’ from ; 2,600,125 
cians the average yield for Sask- 
atchewan is placed at 21 buhels per 
acre and a total crop of 289,607,934 
bushels from 13,790,854 acres, while 
for Alberta the etimate is.28 bushels 
to the acre with a total yield of 187,- 
810,728 bushels from 6,707,526 acres. 

Frosts have done material damage 
to grades of wheat and yields in the 
matter of very late oats and flax, so 
that while the volume of wheat will 
be much the largest ever produced in 
western Canada, it will grade lower 
than a number of crops which have 
preceded it. However, it is estimated 
that there will be a much larger per- 
centage of both Nos 1 and 2 northern 
than was the case in 1927, 

Hail and frosts have caused the 
greatest losses during the 1928 seas- 
on. Hail loses in Alberta are esti- 
mated at close to 500,00 acres and in 
Saskatchewan 1,000,000 acres, the bulk 
of the damage being to wheat crops. 


ALBERTA'S AUTO REGIS. 
TRATIONS REACH 82,250 


Edmonton, Sept. 15.—Alberta’s auto 
registrations are likely to top the 85,- 
000 mark this year, adcording to pres- 
ent figures released on Friday by Ed. 
Trowbridge, deputy provincial secre- 
tary. : 9 

The registrations have already,. to 
date, exceeded the total registrations 
cf last year, by approximately. 10, 000: 

Here are the actual figures: “Regis: 
trations for 1927, 72, 364; negletrations 
to’date for 1928, 82,250., 

Just how ‘high the. final total may 
go will depend’ on: how ~* well “the 
farmers “cash in” on, their harvest 
this year, and.'as there are branch 
offices in Calgary, Lethbridge and 
Medicine Hat issuing licenses, in ad. 
dition to those going out from head 
office almost any sping may happen 
yet. 

Revenue from ante. licenses will 
naturally show a big increase also. 
The actual revenue for 1927 from 
this source was $1,319,482.50' and- the 
estimated revenue this -year ig $1,- 
500,000. 

There is likewise a big increase in 
the gasoline consumption and a cor- 
responding increase in revenue, 

For the fiscal year which ended 
March 31 last, the estimated’ revenue 
is about $850,000, but this estimate 
also is likely to be exceeded ‘by the 
actual results, and the final figure 
probably will be around $900,000. 

The severity or mildness of the 
winter months will determine to‘a 
large extent the final figures. Last 
winter being exceptionally mild the 
gasoline consumption. for January 
February and March of 1928 was ‘ex. 
ceedingly high, being almost double 
that of the corresponding figure of 
previous years.

NINTH CROP REPORT 


(Issued by Department of Agriculture, 
Government of Alberta, Edmonton, 
September 16, 1928). 

Telegraphic reports received by the 
Department of Agriculture show har- 
vesting operations proceeding satis- 
factorily over the whole of the Prov- 
ince, A general rain on September 7, 
accompanied by Hght snow in some 
districts, delayed work for two or 
three -days. _Other than this, weather 
conditions have been ideal. The cut- 
ting of wheat is well advanced, but in 
some scattered districts from 15 to 
20% is still standing. The cutting of 
coarse grains {is proceeding rapidly 
and all harvesting should be complet- 
ed within a week if the good weather 
continues. 

Threshing is under way in most 
places with approximately 7,000 ma- 
chines at work. <A large number of 
combines and wathers haye been used 
and reports indicate that they have 
worked satisfactorily, 

Frosts during the third week of 
| August and a heavy frost on the 7th of 
September haye caused considerable 
damage fo all except the early crops, 
but on the whole the grade should be 
somewhat better than.last year’s crop, 
especially in view of the fact that the 
grain is dry and is grading straight. 

“ Reports from the Peace River state 

that threshing is. well advanced. The 

crop in this district is somewhat 
lighter than last year, especially north 
of the Peace River..’A number of 
points report that the yield of wheat 
is running from 30 to 40 bushels per 
acre. The average for the province, 
however, will likely be about 25 bush- 
elg per acre. The estimated acreage 
in wheat is 670,000 acres. This will 
bring ‘the wheat crop of the present 
year practically up to last year’s total.

The Stratford Historical Society 
is given credit for the idea of this 
celebration. The Huron Tract As- 
sociation, formed last May, carried 
out at seven points in the Counties 
of Perth and-Huron, without altera- 
tion and upon scheduled time, a pro- 
gram in which all participants were 
home talent. Chairmen and speak- 
ers, those who unveiled the cairns, 
the man who built them, the bands

Society, 
in the words: “We who reap here, 
let us not forget the man who 
plowed and sowed and then went to 
his long rest before the harvest,” 


Speakers without exception paid 
their tribute to the courage, wisdom 
and pereverence of the men of 
1928 and those who followed them. 
Senator J. P. Rankin compared 
them with immigrants of today, 
who “want to be financed and guar- 
anteed, and a few years ago even 
had the nerve to ask the govern- 
ment to require the banks to give 
them loans without security.” Hon. 
James Malcolm, Minister of Trade 
and Commerce, who comes from the 
Huron border, drew a practical lesson 
for adventurous young men of the 
present generation, and urged them to 
launch out and develop the remaining 
hinterlands. 

Still Call for Pioneers 

“When this road was opened up,” 
he said, “there was no such thing 
as a steam railway, a telegraph line 
or a telephone. There was no rail- 
way mail service. Electricity had 
never’ been heard of. Communication 
was on horseback or on foot. These 
men came with their own resources 
into the primitive forest and by their 
own resources they built homes. In 
our modern world, with 75 per cent 
of everything we want provided for us 
by some other part of the community, 
we have become interdependent, Eyes 
of the world today are turned Apon 
the Dominion. Its possibilities are as 
great for the young people as the 
Huron tract had been for-the pioneers. 

“To young Canada I say this: 
There is only 150 miles of land run- 
ning north and south settled. There 
are vast hinterlands . yet unknown. 
You haven’t to put up with. what 
the pioneers suffered. You may still

With sunset on Friday Hebrews in 
Edmonton and the world over will be- 
gin their celebration of the festival of 
New Year known in Hebrew as Rosh 
Hashana ushering in the year 5689 
with prayers and meditation. 

Saturday the Jews will observe their 
New Year holiday and all Jewish 
stores and places of business will re- 
main closed. 

Originally the Hebrew New Year 
marked the opening of the agriucul- 
tural and economic year in Palestine. 
This day was not expressly called New 
Year’s Day, but it was undoubtedly 
thus regarded by the Jews at a very 
early period. It was celebrated by the 
resting from all labor and by the 
blowing of the Shofer, ram’s horn, a 
custom still prevailing in the syna- 
gogue. , 

However, as the agricultural back-
